The  Christmas  Spirit  .  .  . 

Beautiful  Concept  —  Meaningful  Observation 


Tile  prophet  Isaiah  gave  an  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  hope  that  was  to  come  when 
he  wrote,  “Behold  a  virgin  shall  con¬ 
ceive,  and  bear  a  son,  and  shall  call  his 
name  Immanuel.” 

Matthew  picks  up  this  heautiful 
sutement  and  repeats  it  in  his  gospel 
account  as  he  tells  of  Joseph  stni^ 
uig  to  understand  the  situation  until  an 
angel  of  the  Lord  assures  him  that  this 
babe  to  be  bom  is  the  Son  of  God  who 
was  prophesied  of  old;  and  he  adds  the 
explanaUon  that  Emmanuel,  as  the 
V^liqg  is  changed  in  the  King  James, 
means  "God  with  Us.” 

John  explains  it  by  pointing  out  that 
the  Word  was  God,  and  “the  Word  be¬ 
came  flesh  and  dwelt  amoi«  us.” 


And  this  is  the  meaning  of  Christ¬ 
mas.  All  of  the  tinsel  and  glitter  and  all 
of  the  noUe  sentiments  are  nothing. 
The  reason  for  Christmas  is  that  God 
Himaeif  came  to  dwell  among  men, 
beginning  as  a  baby,  so  that,  as  the 
angel  toM  Joseph,  “he  shall  save  his 
people  from  their  sins.”  For  that 
reason  the  angel  instructed  Joseph  to 
name  the  baby  Jesus,  roeaing  Jehovah 
is  Salvation. 

When  we  stray  from  this  explanation 
and  reason  tor  Christmas,  we  are  off 
Ihe  track.  We  can  follow  any  kind  of 
social  custom  or  family  ritual  we 

want,  but  if  our  concept  of  Christmas  is 
other  than  the  fact  that  the  Word  be¬ 
came  flesh,  then  we  have  missed  it. 


The  event  that  we  call  Christmas 

signaled  the  entry  of  God  into  the  his¬ 
tory  of  man  in  order  that  He  might 
provide  the  means  of  saving  the  souls 
of  men  from  their  just  penalty  by  tak¬ 
ing  the  load  of  their  wrongdoings  upon 
Himaeif. 

We  know  this.  Every  year  we  enter 

into  the  festivities  of  the  season  as  if  we 
are  as  unconcerned  as  everyone  elM, 

but  we  know  better.  The  trage^  is  that 
so  many  do  not  know  the  reason  for  the 

celebration  of  the  season.  They  enter 
into  the  celebration  and  pervert  it 
shamefully  and  never  know  what  it  is 
all  about. 

It  is  such  a  beautiful  concept.  It  is 


such  a  meaningful  observation.  It  is  so 
Beaningful  that  the  best  minds  cannot 
fuUy  comprehend  it.  Yet  it  so  simply 
that  a  child  can  understand  it. 

May  we  at  least  keep  our  own 

thoughts  straight  this  year  as  we  con¬ 
template  this  season.  And,  please  God 
maybe  we  can  do  a  little  this  year  to^ 
ward  helping  others  to  understand 
wbal  this  event  means  to  them  and  to 

us  personaUy  and  to  help  them  to  find 

the  way  of  relating  themselves  to  the 
Christ  whose  being  they  should  be 
acknowledging  as  they  observe 
Christmas. 

What  a  Christmas  present  it  can  be 
for  those  who  are  able  to  accept  this 
truth  for  themselves.

A  Little  girl  who  had  been  counting 
the  days  till  Christmas  could  not  help 

but  be  puzzled  by  iriiat  the  day  before

As  he 
walked  his  body  seemed  to  be  trying  to 
nestle  in  itself,  much  as  cattle  left  un¬ 
protected  in  winter  blasts.  His  only 
mark  of  self-respect  (?)  was  a  half- 
smoked  ci^rette  hanging  jauntily  be¬ 
tween  his  lips  as  he  walked  with  hands 
in  pockets.  He  seemed  to  be  somewhat 
of  a  lamb  being  led  to  the  slaughter 
The  name  of  this  family  is  Legion, 
for  there  are  many  like  it.

In  Matthew  2:1  we  are  told  of  a  way 
fear  was  mishandled.  “When  Herod 
heard  this  (that  the  wise  men  were 
looking  (or  a  child  bom  to  be  king  of  the 
Jews)  he  was  deeply  afraid.”  He 
summoned  the  scribes  and  chief 
priests  to  Tind  out  where  Chriit  would 
be  bora.  Then  he  talked  privately  to 
the  wise  men  and  said,  "You  go  And 
Him,  then  let  me  know  where  He  is  so  I, 
too,  can  go  and  worship  Him.” 

What  a  mistake  to  ask  someone  else 
to  do  one’s  searching!  Each  has  to  do 
his  own  searching.

Tbit  Christnias  Jesus  would  like  for 
us,  in  faith,  to  briag.our  dark,  ugly, 
umigbtly  fear  isHlm.  He  will  weleenae 
this  gift  that  no  one  else  wants  to  see. 
He  will  graciously  recsive  it,  brsak  It 
open  and  make  something  beautiful 
out  of  IL  As  we  come  with  this  ^  say¬ 
ing;  “Lord.  I  can’t  handle  it,  but  you 
can.  Please,  remove  this  fear  or  re¬ 
deem  it.

It  could  be  the  most 
significant  gift  givsn  by  us.
